The motor manufacturer wants 


to keep tho hands and minds of 
the Mexican common people occu- 
pied so "they will have NO time 
for fighting." This, 
it 
became 


known, is the substance of Ford's 
theory, one that 
he 
hopes to 


carry out In the near future by 
erection of a number of factories 
throughout the 
more 
important 
states. 
In short, it was said, he 


hopes to reveal to tho people of 
Mexico how they can help them- 
selves.FliANS NEW FACTORY. 
. The first step in this program 
may be taken soon with establish- 
ment of a Ford motor assembling 
plant in the 
state of 
Coahuila, 


probably in Saltillo. 
Business in- 


terests of that city and the gov- 
ernor of the state are known here 
to be oager to bring about tha in- 
dustrial development. 
Ford, It is 


known, would enter upon his de- 
velopment program 
immediately

Ford in other parts of the country 
if the plan is carried out, it was 
intimated. 
Ford is said to believe that if 
tho Mexicans once are taught the 
value of industry, better methods 
of agriculture and their possibili- 
ties individually and as a nation,

prove to bo one of tho most notable 
in history. 
The manufacturer is known 
to 


have an abiding faith'in the^peo- 
plo of the country. Ha announced 
his Idea several years ago, at a 
time when many persons in the 
United States were advising that 
the Unit.eti States eend troops to 
"clean up Mexico." 


At that time Ford said: 
"Let ma invade 
Mexico 
with 


factories and give the people some- 
thing to do. Then there will be 
no more war there."

Ing out his plan Fcrfl for the last 
few years has been training Mexi- 
cans in his automobile factories 
here.

Now 
they aro ready to return- to their 
own country and become native 
foremen when the wheel* in the 
Mexican Ford shops begin to turn.

COLLEGE-TRAINED HOTEL MEN 


The high school graduate who is tempted to 


gain time by foregoing a college education and 
who would put by an opportunity that is his 
that he may start earlier to earn his living, 
should read carefully some of the signs of the 
times. Never was there such an age of special- 
ists. 
At no time have trained men been in 


greater demand. 


An example at hand is the suggestion of 


hotel men that courses in academic training in 
the management of bolels !>e included in the 
universities. 
Those who hold to the idea of 


Hie Mifflcicm'.v of tbe "three r's" in education 
may be surprised to know that such a course 
is instituted at Cornell and that the National 
Association of Hotel Men hasTi-csolved to raise 
a fund of £2,000,000 for scholarships at various 
i n s t i t u t i o n s where the classes may be formed. 
Tt is a novel idea, surely, but: it should not be 
attacked w i t h o u t investigation. 


There arc at present courses in bunking, 


journalism, commerce, and for other businesses 
and professions. 
To train the. hotel man few 


new facilities would be. needed and 111 tie added 
expense. 
What: would be required is a group- 


ing of Ihe studies most needed. The holel man, 
it is assumed, would need a knowledge of the 
chemistry of foods, the composition of textiles, 
purchasing, psychology and .scientific manage- 
ment. At the end of his term be would be given 


n degree of Bachelor of Arts along with many 
oilier students. The difference would he that, 
for him, particular attention was paid io Ihe 
particular job he had in mind. 


Whether or not the course in holel keeping 


becomes a recognized one. in many universities, 
it is important as indicating Ihe demand for 
educated help nnd the efforts of the hotel men's 
organisation toward increased efficiency.

What "Phlebitis'hand 


Methods of Treatment 


By ROyAD S. COPEI;ANI>, M, D., 
Commissioner of Health, New York 


City. 


No matter .what its? form or where 


it is found, Vvery tissue of the body 
la liable to Inflammation and dis- 
ease. Inflammation of ,a; \pln Is 
called "phlebitis." Th.e-.symptoms 
are pain'fin'd tenderness to pressura 
over tho veosfll. As the fingers are 
passed over tho inflamed vein it is 
found to bo hard and knotted. It 
feels like a piece of rope. 


An exudate covers the inner lin- 


ing of the' vein. This may accumu- 
late to the' extent of blocking the 
vessel. In any case it Interferes with 
the free passage of blood. 
Because of the interference with 


the escape of the venous blood, and 
because of the exudate thrown, out 
into the tissues around the vein, 
there it apt to be swelling of the 
limbs and other parts involved. 


The trouble continues unlll the 


blocking mass is absorbed, or un- 
til the 
blood has 
found 
other 


channels through which to escape. 
Then the .swelling and , discomfort 
disappear. 


Sometimes, however, 
the 
clot 


may become infected. "What hap- 
pens then depends on the local 


i situation. 
If the «Kein is closed 


there may be a locaiabscess which 
discharges, and the trouble Is end- 
ed. 
But if the pus gets into the 


blood stream it is carried through- 
out the body and serious results 
follow. 
It produces general blood 


poisoning. 


A slight injury to a vein may 


cause phlebitis. 
Following child 


birth there may be ext'enslon of 
trouble to the veins. 
Influenza 


and 
typhoid 
fever 
occasionally 


have this condition as an uncom- 
fortable complication. It may fol- 
low an operation. 
What should be done for phlebi- 


tis depends on the cause1 and the 
size of the vein Involved. Protec- 
tion from movement and from in- 
jury is important. 
In a week or 


two the exudate absorbs and all is 
•well. 
, 
If the trouble Is in the leg, the 


limb is elevated, and-the patient is 
kept quiet. 
After the fevur and acute symp- 


toms have disappeared, gentle mes- 
sage may be practiced. Later an 
elastic bandage is useful. 


In the case where pus forms an 


operation is required. 


In all cases your family doctor 


should be called and the treatment 
•will be directed by him.

So slow did nows travel in thpso 


days, and so 111 prepared was the 
navy to protect-and punish, that 
four years elapsed,- .February 3, 
1855, to February, 1.859, before the 
avenging fleet reached Ascunslon. 
Its powerful 
armament of 150 


guns, 1750 men and 13 steamers, 
with some more that lay further 
down the rivor, soon brought about 
a settlement and apology, and from 
that day the American has been a 
thoroughly respected and welcome 
resident of Paraguay.

brlck's fleet of IS shows that even 
at this late date the heavy fighting 
of the navy relied on sail. The 
frigate Sabine was flagship, and 
several sloops of war are named.

The diagram shows the general 


construction of a typical vacuum 
tube used for reception purposes, 
the upper half of the sketch being 
in cross-section to show the ar- 
rangement of the three elements. 
In the center is the filament, con- 
sisting of an Inverted "V" of wire, j 
usually tungsten sometimes coated' 
with an oxide. Next, to the fila- 
ment and separating It front the 
plate is the grill-liko network of 
wire 
in 
cylindrical spiral 
form 


known as the grid, and finally sur- 
rounding these two is the cylindri- 
cal metal plate. 


There 
are four wires 
brought 


through the glass at the base of 
the tube, two f.r the filament and 
one each for the plate and grid. 
The tube itself is sealed Into a 
cylindrical metal base of standard 
size on the lower end of which are 
mounted four prongs or contacts 
electrically connected to the four 
wires mentioned above. A pin pro- 
jecting from the side of the tube 
at a certain place assures the in- 
sertion of tho tube into the tube 
socket in such a way as to have 
the prongs make contact v.-Jth the 
proper contact fingers of the socket. 


Transmitting 
tubes 
are 
often 


made with different size bases or 
the pin In such a position that 
transmitting .tube sockets can not 
be used for receiving tubes, there- 
by preventing accidental damage 
to the tubes. 
The diagram above is that of a 


receiving: tube for detection pur- 
poses. 
Tho degree of vacuum in 


receiving tubes affects the plate 
voltage required 
for satisfactory 


operation of the tube, tho tubes 
with higher vacuums requiring the 
greater voltages. 
Tubes contain- 


ing a small amount of air (gas 
tubes) are often excellent for de- 
tection purposes and usually require 
about 18 or 20 volts on the plate, 
while amplifier tubes usually more 
highly evacuated require 40 volts 
or more. 


The various makes of receiving 


tubes vary somewhat In details of i 
construction, but they contain es- 
sentially the same elements, and 
they are so built as to be Inter- 
changeable in the standard sockets. 


Tubes for transmitting purposes 


contain tho same three elements, 
but In the larger 
sizes provision ! 


must bo made for Insulating the j 
elements to withstand voltages up 
to

The early vacuum tubes for radio 


detection purposes contained only I 
two elements, namely, the plate and 
the filament and operated on the 
valve principle in a manner some- 
what similar to the crystal detector. 
It was found that the insertion of 
the grid beween the plate and grid 
connected to the receiving circuit 
so as to receive charges from the 
aorta! allowed modulation of the 
continuous flow of electrons from 
filament to plate with a correspond- 
ing change in the current flowing 
in tho telephnne circuit. 
The re- 


sult is that two element tubes are 
now employed, chiefly for eroctlfy- 
ing A. C. for tho pinto circuit of 
tube transmitters and for charging 
.stornRti batteries 
for
